LONDON, Jan. 15.—Gen. Bram- 
well Booth today appeared to face 
removal as head of the Salvation 
Army.

In 
that event it was freely predicted 
that the majority of the council 
would eventually vote in favor of 
his deposition. 

Spokesmen for the reform ele- 
ment in the army, which is led by 
Commander Evangeline Booth of 
the United States, said™that a vote 
would be overwhelmingly in favor 
of a new head for the army and 
reform in its basic organization.

The strain of the last few days ‘s 
reported to have affected the con- 
dition of Gen. Booth adversely and 
he has suffered a minor relapse. 
Mrs. Bramwell Booth left South- 
wold by automobile this morning in 
a blinding snowstorm to drive to 
Sunbury. 

It is understood that the terms 
of the Geeral’s reply to the sugges- 
tion that he retire were the sub- 
ject of protracted consultations. Al- 
though it was sald last night that 
the General's communication to 
the council was ready for delivery 
late yesterday, it was understood 
this morning that there had been 
overnight consideration of its terms 
and that the final draft was placed 
in Mrs. Bramwell Booth’s hands 
for delivery. 

After the morning session at 
Sunbury, reporters and photogra- 
phers were admitted to the grounds 
for the first time and a group pho- 
tograph of the council was taken. 
It was noted that the only ab- 
sentees were Mrs. Bramwell Booth, 
Catherine and Mary Booth and 
Mrs. Booth-Hellberg, the General's 
youngest sister.

~ PROHIBITION ASSUMES THE OFFENSIVE. 
If it is doubted that prohibition took courage from 
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the last presidential election, there is grim evidence 


of it in what i¢ going on at Washington. 

The Appropriations Committee of the Senate has 
voted to increase by $25,000,000 the budget pro 
vision of $13,500,000 for prohibition enforcement in 
the current year. The motion was made by Senator 
Harris of Georgia, who insists that to make prohibi- 
tion effective is merely a matter’of money. He con- 


siders that Congress was given a mandate by the 


people last November to make prohibition real, and 
this is what he proposes doing. The chairman of the 
committee, Senator Warren of Wyoming, protests that 
the addition will upset the budget agreed upon br 
Mr. Coolidge, but a majority of the committee has 
sided with Senator Harris. 

The seriousness of the situation is indicated by 
the action of Mr. Mellon. He realizes that the drys 
are in the saddle, and is therefore out with a protest 
against the $25,000,000 increase. In addition to pro 
testing against an appropriation not contemplated by 
the budget, the Secretary of the Treasury makes the 
point that since the courts are already so crowded 
that the prohibition enforcement forces cannot get al! 
the accused persons to trial it will only result in 
worse congestion of the courts to inerease arrests. 

What the Senate will do remains to be seen. If it 
grants the additional $25,000,000, there cannot be 
much doubt about the House. Always dry, the House 
is for anything that proposes stricter prohibition. In- 
deed, there is no telling how far the House would go. 

There is a disposition at Washington to feel that 
prohibition is making a drive before it hears again 
from Mr. Hoover. The Anti-Saloon League crowd 
counts the President-elect upon its side, but Wash- 
ington is not so sure. It is true that Mr. Hoover did 
speak of prohibition as a noble experiment, but he 


removing its abuses. Washington hears that this in- 
vestigation will be made by a fact-finding comnmiis- 
sion such as that which investigated the matter of 
aircraft after the World War.

HE Repertory Company of the 
T New York Theater Guild 

began its brief engagement at 
the American Theater last night by 
presenting Sidney Howard’s ¢com- 
edy-drama, “Ned McCobb’s Daugh- 
ter,” which may be described as a 
good entertainment for nice peo- 
ple. It has no element of great- 
ness, either in its technique or its 
lines and the message, which one 
is inclined to look for in a Theater 
Guild offering, is rather obscure, 
if it is there at all. About all Mr. 
Howard seemed to have in mind 
was a sly dig at the New England 
conscience, about which  consid- 
erable has been heard in the last 
seven or eight years, and an effort 
to show that Business is Business, 
in the Pie Belt and is to be con- 
sidered ahead of funerals and all 
such minor diversions, 

Do not misunderstand this clas- 
sification of Mr. Howard’s drama. 
For the sort of audiences which 
the Theater Guild is supposed to 
ask for in its un-commercia) 
moments “Ned McCobb’s Daugh- 
ter” is an enjoyable evenin’s en- 
tertainment. For the others, the 
theater-goers who expect some- 
thing zippy while its drama makes 
boom-boom, the piece is not there. 
Perhaps this idea may be made 
clearer by saying that “Ned Mc- 
Cobb’s Daughter” is a fine play 
but not a good show—a distinction 
with really a great deal of differ- 
ence. In passing it may be re- 
marked, however, that last night's 
audience was exactly what the 
Theater Guild would have ordered 
and it enjoyed the piece, and the 
playing of it, immensely. 

The story revolves around’ ‘the 
character of an old sea captain's 
daughter in Maine. Captain Mc- 
Cobb is no longer in command of 
a ship but is running a ferry boat 
and has, as his first mate George 
Callahan, the husband of Carrie 
McCobb. George is a rotter. He has 
served time in jail for stealing, and, 
in the first act, the most powerf:1l 
of the three scenes in Mr. Howard's 
drama, he is about to be arrested 
again for making away with some 
$2000 of the ferry company’s 
funds. The owners of the ferry 
place a great deal of store in that 
$2000, being New Englanders, and 
they are willing to let George keep 
his freedom if the money is repaid 
by the following day. Carrie hopes 
to raise the shm but her father, in 
a fit of anger at his son-in-law, 
dies and Carrie is at her wit’s end. 
Into the family, at this time, wan- 
ders George's brother, Babe Calla- 
han, an East Side New Yorker who 
is engaged in the business of ruin 
running on a large scale. He sees, 
in Carrie’s reputation in the com- 
munity. a fine cloak for his opera- 
tions and he gives her the $2000 
needed to save her husband from 
jail. Carrie, with the keen business 
instincts of the McCobh’'s of Maine, 
extracts another $1200 from Babe 
with a threat to turn him over to 
the police, drives her husband from 
home when she discovers that his 
peceadillos included the leading 
astray of her hired girl, and settles 
down to retrieve her lost fortunes 
by turning her barn over to the 
bootleggers as a store house. The 
play ends there without getting 
anywhere in particular but the lines 
are bright and there are moments 
which afford the excellent cast ‘in 
opportunity for some fine acting.

Mr. Yonk arrived home one night 
at the abandoned hour of 1 o'clock. 
He found the front door and every 
other entrance locked and bolted 
against him. Believing that a man’s 
house is his castle to demolish or 
defend as the occasion demands, 
Yonk smashed a mighty fist 
through a convenient window. Fie 
then stuck his arm through the 
jagged aperture, opened the door 
from the inside and entered. 


Almost immediately things began 
to happen. And shortly afterward 
a policeman responded to a call 
from Mrs. Yonk. The officer put 
her husband out of the house and 
under arrest. Yonk alleges that the 
only reason his wife locked him 
out was the lateness of the hour. 


So once again the old question 
of how far the rights of a husband 


and wife extend is before the 
courts. 

Has the lady in Yonkers any 
right to lock out her lingering 


spouse? 

Has any woman the right to lock 
her husband out of the house for 
such crimes as tracking muddy rub- 
bers across the parlor Wilton, or 
dropping cigar ashes in the aspidis- 
tra? Is she entitled to a divorce 
because he insists on keeping rab- 
bits in her kitchen? 


Can he in turn refuse to pay the 
bill for her false teeth, or decline 
responsibility for a new winter 
bonnet contract when she already 
has one? Can he divorce her be- 
cause she has concealed from him 
the fact that she has a glass eye? 
And is it time for judicial interfer- 
ence when he insists on naming 
all the children of the marriage 
after his side of the family? 

Courts are being asked to decide 
just such questions every day. 


HAT is within the law of one 
state may b@ poision to the 
next. If yow are bent on 
keeping a pekingese against your 
husband’s wishes, stay out of the 
State of Alabama or the dog may 
do a new disappearing act. By a 
court decision, “a wife cannot keep 
a dog witbout her husband's con- 
sent and participation,” in  Ala- 
bama. 


In Vermont a husband who al- 


must pay for them, A Tennessee 
Court opined that “a husband 
under no circumstances of provoca- 
tion ought to kick in anger his 
wife while together on the family 
couch, and even cold feet afford 
no justification for such conduct.” 
The Court further offered its au- 
gust opinion that if such an out-

good kick deserved another.
